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S.T.E.P.S.

Ervin Oross advised that a presentation would be given this evening by STEPS, regarding
the beginning of a new homeless initiative regarding the displaced persons living in the
woods. They have an energetic pro-active plan on which they have worked very hard.
Mr. McNeil proceeded to present their overall plan, as developed.

Lakewood Library — Zarita Mattox, Branch Manager

Zarita Mattox offered a presentation with regard to new programs that will be available
in the Lakewood Library, including a reading program, and a summer camp program.

ORDINANCES FOR DISCUSSION: None

Mayor Singer opened the meeting to the public.

Robert Luban, Lakewood Courtyard — Wished everyone a happy holiday. Complained
about the traffic on Route 9. Suggested that a pool be built in Lakewood for the
children.

Larry Simons — Commented on a recent article in the Asbury Park Press with regard to
the Lakewood EMS. Also questioned the hiring of an Administrative Aide to the
Committee.

Alice Kelsey, 295B Malvern Court East — Commented on the presentation this evening
with regard to the homeless initiative.

John Newman, 1586 Salem Street — Commented on the recent incident concerning EMS.
Patrick Warshino, Teamsters Local #97 — Advised that Public Works employees have
been working without a contract for the past fourteen months, and requested that the

Committee sit down and negotiate.

Mr. Edwards advised that they have been negotiating, and have been unsuccessful in
coming to a conclusion; they are now in the fact-finding stage of negotiations.

Raymond Montenari, 10 Skylark Lane — Commented on the proposed property
reassessment.

Carol Suchno, 59 Foxwood Road — Commented on the many day care facilities in
Lakewood.
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Mr. Lichtenstein advised that they are governed by State regulations.

Michael Billig, 36 Monterey Circle — Commented on the proposed municipal budget.
Howard Suchno, 59 Foxwood Road — Commented on quality of life issues.

Seeing no one else wishing to be heard, Mayor Singer closed the meeting to the public.
Mayor Singer reviewed quality of life items from the previous meeting.

With regard to the towing issue, Chief Lawson advised that he discussed the issue with
the towing operator, and he was satisfied with the response. He has, however, drafted a
letter to all towing operators reminding them and advising them of some of the
requirements of the towing ordinance.

With regard to rental properties in Coventry Square, Mr. Saccamanno advised there were
valid rental CO’s for the two rental properties involved.

Mayor Singer commented on the conditions along Route 9. He asked that the
Inspection Department look at this, as far as clean up efforts are concerned.

Mr. Miller commented on the exit and entrance ramps to the Garden State Parkway, off
Cedarbridge Avenue, and advised that all the streets lights are out along the entire
roadway of the entrance and exit ramps.

The Engineering advised they will inform the proper parties.

Mr. Miller advised that concerning the paver stones in the downtown area, the gas
company did some repair work in the area of 403 Clifton Avenue, and the paver stones
that were replaced have become loose and are a tripping hazard. He asked that the
Engineering Department look into this and have the gas company come back to do the
necessary repairs.

Mr. Miller asked that the Committee be notified of the exact dates when spraying for
Gypsy Moths will take place.

With regard to the towing matter, Mr. Lichtenstein asked Chief Lawson about the letter
that has been drafted. He advised that he has reviewed the letter, and he is happy that
they are addressing the issue that if you want your car moved to some location other
than to their shop, which turns into a big expense, that they would only accept cash.
The draft letter indicates that the towing operators have to accept valid credit cards.
The Township Ordinance does not at this time reflect that, and he asked that the
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Ordinance be amended to reflect state statute, that towers on the scene of an accident
have to accept a valid credit card.

Mayor Singer asked the Township Attorney to research this matter.

Mayor Singer asked that the Engineer look at Hope Road, which is a County road. There
have been concerns about the new traffic light at North Lake Drive, and at certain times
of the day there is a back-up of traffic, and people from A Country Place have concerns
about not being able to get out from their block. It has created a problem on South
Lake Drive because of the back-up of traffic. He asked that the Engineering
Department take a look at it. He knows it is not a Township road, but if they make
some suggestions, maybe they can get the County to take a look at it.

Mayor Singer commented they are approaching the end of the paving project on Miller
Road, and thanked Chief Lawson for his work concerning the detour efforts.

Mr. Miller also commented that at the Shop-Rite Plaza, there used to be a stop sign and
a no left turn sign at the exit onto Route 9. Due to a traffic accident, those signs are no
longer there. He asked that the signs be replaced. He asked that the Engineering
Department look into this.
